2. Citations and explanations: 

The subject matters of claims 1-25 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step. A 
composite formed article formed from a fiber arranged along a first plane and a resin material 
oriented in the direction intersecting with the first plane, wherein the thermal expansion coefficients 
are controlled in a predetermined range and a method for producing such a composite formed article 
are not disclosed in any of the documents. Further, the invention of the subject application can 
produce an advantageous effect of improving the through-hole reliability particularly when applied 
to a printed circuit board by means of a constitution which can produce these small thermal 
expansion coefficients, which makes this invention industrially useful.
